FTC plans report on advertising claims 


Federal Trade Commission has issued special report orders to 12 marketers of TV sets and 7 
manufacturers of air conditioners to require them to document advertising claims for their prod- 


ucts. In the past FTC demanded that it be given facts behind ad claims by 7 car makers, 4 elec- 
tric razor makers and 11 other air conditioner manufacturers. 


Robert Pitofsky, Director of FTC’s Bureau of Consumer Protection, said FTC plans to use the 
documentation from the four industries in preparing a public report about truth in advertising. 
Report will be ready about Feb. 1, 1972. In addition, all company data (except trade secrets) is 


scheduled to be released to the public so that consumers can judge for themselves whether firms 
are advertising their products honestly and fairly. 


Following is the list of air conditioner companies asked to document their ad claims: 
Crutcher Resources Corp. (Friedrich air conditioners) ; Fedders Corp.; Ford Motor Co. (Philco 
air conditioners) ; National Union Electric Corp. (Emerson); Sears, Roebuck & Co. (Coldspot) ; 
General Electric Co.; White Consolidated Industries (Gibson). GE and White were among the 
air conditioner makers originally asked to document claims. They were contacted the second 
time to provide supplemental reports covering claims made since the first orders were issued. 


Companies asked to document claims for TV sets are Admiral Corp., Ford (Philco brand), 
GE, General Telephone & Electronics Corp. (Sylvania), Magnavox Co., Matsushita Electric Co.

SONY—“Trinitron” Color TV’s lens is “twice the size of everyone else’s” 
“sharper, brighter picture.” 


RCA—XL-100 Color TV is “designed to perform longer with fewer ,repairs.”

Dolls, rattles, lawn darts among 141 toys banned for being hazardous 


Food & Drug Administration has banned the sale of 141 
toys during the past 10 months because it considered them haz- 
ardous for children. FDA reports that in almost all cases the 
dangerous toys have been redesigned to make them safe or 
production of them has stopped. Some of the toys still may be 
available, however, because of time needed to track down and 


recall those most recently banned.

® Rule would regulate pre-paid mail-order purchases 


Jan. 17 is deadline for filing written comments or requesting opportunity to testify on Federal Trade 
Commission’s proposed trade regulation rule to protect consumers by requiring full refunds to 
persons placing mail orders if their pre-paid merchandise is not shipped within 21 days. Follow- 
ing are some provisions of the proposed rule: 


1. If mail-order seller is unable to ship merchandise within 21 days from receipt of payment for 
the order, he must promptly refund all money to buyer; 

2. Seller does not have tu ship within 21 days if he has clearly disclosed the estimated shipping 
time in all advertisements or obtained the buyer’s written consent to a specified delay; 

3. All mail-order advertisements and catalogs must contain the following statement if they do 
not clearly disclose the estimated time for shipment: ‘‘Notice: Federal regulation requires that 
merchandise must be shipped within 21 days or all money must be refunded” ; 

4. In credit transactions, accounts must be credited so the buyer will not be billed for merchan- 
dise not shipped within the allotted time; 

5. Magazine and other serial deliveries are not covered by the rule except for the initial ship- 
ment—subscription offers are subject to the sameadvertising disclosure requirements as other 
mail-order solicitations; 

6. Trading stamps are treated as money and must be refunded if ordered merchandise is not 
shipped—required disclosure for estimated shipping time applies to catalogs and ads.
